1 . This office action is in response to preliminary amendment filed on 1/31/05. 
Claims 1-12 have been canceled. Claims 13-18 have been added. Claims 13-18 
are pending on this application.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1 and 15, in addition to other elements in each respective 
claim, the prior art considered individual or in combination, fails to fairly show or suggest 
a method of converting analog signals into binary of data comprising: generating a 
transition pulse when the analog input signal reaches said predetermined threshold 
value, without circuit switching at the input or the output until that moment, subtracting 
from the input signal the fraction thereof that corresponds to said predetenmined 
threshold, and asynchronously reset said capacitor and star new switching cycle. 

With respect to claims 17 and 18, in addition to other elements in each respective 
claim, the prior art considered individual or in combination, fails to fairly show or suggest 
an analog to digital converter comprising: digital means for generating a transition pulse 
when the analog reaches said predetermined threshold value, digital control means to 
monitor the occurrence of each transition pulse and command said switching means, 
and counting means to generating a digital data stream corresponding to the digital 
value of the analog input signal.
